Every business house is in ruins 
and there is hardly a home that has 
not at least suffered the loss of a 
roof or a window.

Notorious 
Woman 
Convict 
Passes 
Away at Leavenworth, Kan. 
Leavenworth, Kan., March 10.—Mrs 
Nancy Wilson, generally known as 
Mrs. Staffleback, one of the most no­ 
torious women prisoners in the Kan­ 
sas penitentiary, died of pneumonia in 
a ceil in the women’s word. 
Mrs. 
Staffleback was seventy-nine years of 
age. 
When she realized her serious 
condition she asked that her son, 
George Staffleback, a life time convict, 
and Charles Wilson, her second hus­ 
band, another convict, be brought to 
her bedside. 
They were taken over 
by the prison officials and told they 
could remain with her until she died. 
Mrs. Staffleback was brought to the 
Kansas penitentiary in May, 1897, to 
serve a twenty-one years’ sentence for 
murder in the second degree. At the 
same time two of her sons were 
brought in under life sentence, a third 
son to serve seven years and Charles 
Wilson, her husband, to serve twenty- 
five years. 
One of the sons serving a 
life sentence died four years ago. The 
third one served out his sentence of 
seven years and It Is reported he is 
now serving a term in the Missouri 
penitentiary at Jefferson City. 
The 
Stafflebacks lived near Galena, Kan., 
and wrere accused of numerous and 
atrocious murders. They ran a hotel 
and it was alleged that they murdered 
guests who had money and threw the 
bodies into a deserted mine.

Staffleback was seventy-nine years of 
age. 
W hen she realized her serious 
condition she asked th a t her son, 
George Staffleback, a life time convict, 
and Charles Wilson, her second hus­ 
band, another convict, be brought to 
h er bedside. They w ere taken over 
by the prison officials and told they 
could remain with her until she died. 
Mrs. Staffleback was brought to the 
K ansas penitentiary in May, 1897, to 
serve a twenty-one years’ sentence for 
m urder in the second degree. At the 
sam e time two of h er sons were 
brought in under life sentence, a third 
son to serve seven years and Charles 
W ilson, her husband, to serve twenty- 
five years. One of th e sons serving a 
life sentence died four years ago. The 
th ird one served out his sentence of 
seven years and it is reported he is 
now serving a term in the Missouri 
penitentiary at Jefferson City.

PLANT EXPLORER'S .TRIP. 


Frank N. Meyer Finds New Strang* 
Fruits For the United States. 
Persim m ons four and a half Inches 
In diameter, seedless and of delicious 
flavor, 
transplanted 
from 
northern 
China to North Carolina; Chinese datea 
which can be grown throughout the 
dry southw est of tin* United States, 
w here there is an insufficient quantity 
*f rainfall and many other peculiar 
tre a k s of nature along agricultural 
and horticultural lines were recently 
told of in an address bristling with 
picturesque allusions .at 
Chicago by 
F rank N. Meyer, agricultural explorer 
for the United States government 
In th e pursuit of his duty as tf* give 
him his official title—agricultural e x­ 
plorer of the office of foreign seed and 
plant introduction Mr. Meyer lias for 
three years lived in the open In far 
countries and m any times In tin* midst 
of great danger. 
The wildest parts of 
M anchuria, of Siberia and of K orea 
are know n to the Intrepid governm ent 
explorer, whose duty it Is to invest!s 
gate the flora of foreign countries with 
a view to the transplanting of suitable 
fruits 
and 
flowers 
into the United 
States. 
He traveled mostly on foot. 
O f the peculiar persim mon discover 
ed by Mr. Meyer In northern China 
near Pekin, one village, in* declared, 
exported $10,000 w orth In a season. 
Yet it was unknow n in the United 
States. 
Mr. Meyer determ ined th at 
others should taste the delicious fruit 
ind sent cuttings of the tree home 
w ith the explanation th at he believed 
they would grow in North Carolina 
soil. 
And they did. 
Today the gov 
cm m ent has a flourishing ‘experim ent 
p a tc h ” in th a t state, w here persim m ons 
are being raised minus their seeds. 
T he ordinary Persian date, known to 
the corner fruit stand, grows on a 
great palm tree in hot countries, but a 
date was discovered in China by Mr 
Meyer which grow s on a tree more 
resem bling a plum than a palm tree 
and which flourishes in cold countries. 
This, said the speaker, could be tra n s­ 
planted to good advantage in Texas, 
Oklahom a or neighboring states in the 
great southw est. 
In M anchuria, he stated, in a higher 
latitude than that of Chicago, grows 
an upland rice, sow n and harvested 
like wheat, and for the happy grow th 
of which only the ordinary rainfall is 
necessary, while the ordinary rice field 
m ust be flooded w ith water, he de­ 
clared, before a ricli crop can be yield­ 
ed. 
This also, said Mr. Meyer, could 
be transplanted to the southern states.

PLANT EXPLORER’S .TRIP. 


Frank N. Mayer Finds New Strange 
Fruits For the United States. 
Persim mons four and a heir Inches 
in diameter, seedless and of delicious 
flavor, 
transplanted 
from 
northern 
China to North Carolina; Chinese dates 
whieli can be grown throughout the 
dry southw est of the United States, 
where there is an insufficient quantity 
«f rainfall and many other peculiar 
*Teaks of nature along agricultural 
and horticultural lines were recently 
told of in an address bristling with 
picturesque allusions .at Chicago by 
Frank N. Meyer, agricultural explorer 
for the United States government. 
In the pursuit of his duty as—to give 
him his official title—agricultural ex­ 
plorer of the office of foreign seed and 
plant introduction Mr. Meyer has for 
three years lived in the open in far 
countries and many tim es in (be midst 
of great danger. 
The wildest parts of 
Manchuria, of Siberia and of Korea 
are known to the intrepid government 
explorer, whose duty it is to invest!-, 
gate the flora of foreign countries with 
a view to the transplanting of suitable 
fruits and flowers into the United 
States. 
H e traveled mostly on foot. 
Of the peculiar persimmon discover­ 
ed by Mr. Meyer in northern China, 
near Pekin, one Tillage, he declared, 
exported $10,000 Worth in a season. 
Yet it was unknown in the United 
States. 
Mr. Meyer determined that 
others should taste the delicious fruit 
and sent cuttings of the tree home 
with the explanation that he believed 
they would grow In North Carolina 
soil. 
And they” did. 
Today the gov 
em m ent has a flourishing “experiment 
patch” in that state, where persimmons 
are being raised minus their seeds. 
The ordinary Persian date, known to 
the corner fruit stand, grows on a 
great palm tree In hot countries, but a 
date was discovered in China by Mr. 
Meyer which grows on a tree more 
resem bling a plum than a palm tree 
and which flourishes in cold countries. 
This, said the speaker, could be trans­ 
planted to good advantage in Texas, 
Oklahoma or neighboring states in the 
great southwest. 
In Manchuria, he stated, in a higher 
latitude than that of Chicago, grows 
an upland rice, sown and harvested 
like wheat, aud for the happy growth 
of which only the ordinary rainfall is 
necessary, while the ordinary rice field 
must be flooded w ith water, lie de­ 
clared, before a rich crop can be yield­ 
ed. 
This also, said Mr. Meyer, could 
be transplanted to the southern states.

IO.—The

case of tho United States against the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana, the 
case in which the *gigantic monopoly 
was once found guilty of receiving re­ 
bates and in which it was fined $29,- 
240,000 by Federal Judge I.and is, is 
tum bling most ingloriously about the 
ears of Uncle Sam ’s prosecuting offices 
in Chicago. 
U nless the unforseen and unexpect­ 
ed happens, this famous case soon 
may be brought to an abrupt end by 
Judge A. B. Anderson, the Indiana 
jurist who was induced to preside at 
the retrial ordered by the court of 
appeals after Judge I.andia and other 
judges had begged to be excused from 
further participation in it. 
Judge Anderson 
will rule, in all 
probability, that the governm ent has; 
not proved Its case. 
He will rule that United States Dis­ 
trict Atorney Sims and his assistants 
have failed to prove that 18 cents per 
IOO pounds was the lawful rate on oil 
from W hiting, Ind., to E ast St.. Louis, 
111. 
He will rule that the government 
m ust show, and has failed to show, 
that there was a standard rate fixed 
by the railroads on oil, and that there 
have been violations of this rate. 
"Of course I am bound by what the 
court of appeals has said,” said Judge 
Anderson in open court, “and so is 
the Jury.” 
‘ The elem ent of intent on the part 
of the Standard Oil company must be 
proven,” said the judge further.

HOW INOCULATED 


Mrs. L. E. Garrison Tells Entertainingly 
How Pasteur Treatment 
For Rabies is Given 
Mrs. L. E. Garrison, 
wife of the 
county surveyor, has been besieged for 
information regarding 
the 
Pasteur 
treatment for rabies since her return 
from there with their son who received 
thejtreatment. 
She has written the fol­ 
lowing interesting description of the 
cure and kindly consented to its publi­ 
cation: 
“Two rabbits are inoculated 
each 
day with rabies. These rabbits die in 
exactly one week from inoculation. The 
doctor removes the spinal cord from the 
two rabbits thut have just died, takes 
about an inch, grinds it and makes it 
into an emulsion which he injects into 
two well rabbits. The injecting is done 
in the back of the brain just under the 
skull. That which is left of the cord 
is dried in glass bottles over caustic. 
The drying ia done in a small room for 
that purpose. The cutting is done by 
scissors and pincers which are freed 
f om germs by heat. 
The 
emulsion is the balance, 
or what is 
needed, of the cords]that have been dried 
12 and ll days for first day, IO and 9 
for second day and 8 and 7 for third 
day. Then it is one day’s cord until 
No. 3 is used. This varies in different 
patients and after No. 3 the course is 
generally 5, 4, 3, until the end. The

In the early spring of ISIS occurred 
it natural phenomenon so grange, mc 
sudden and h o stupendous that the eld 
er inhabitants of western New York

This phenomenon 
was 
nothing else 
than the running dry of Niagara fall* 
The story is seldom recounted now, 
but it was a nine days* wonder for the 
whole country when it appeared in 
the newspapers. 
For the first time iu 
history the roar of the grandest cata­ 
ract in America was hushed. 
In tile early morning of March 31. 
1848, people living in the vicinity Of 
the falls were awakened by a pecullai 
hush, os startling In its suddenness 
and intensity as the most thunderous 
explosion 
could 
have 
boon. 
Many 
dressed and bastemsl outdoors, urgisl 
by a conviction that something appall 
ing had happened or w as about tr 
happen. 
Some thought the end of 
the world was at hand. 
Others lmng 
hied that they had grown suddenly 
deaf. 
Still others thought that the 
hush preceding a terrific hurricane had 
fallen upon the air. 
All wen* oppress­ 
ed with a feeling of profound aw e and 
dread. 
It was soon discovered, 
however 
that the cessation of the roar of the 
falls was the sole cause of this com* 
mon panic. 
As the dim light of early 
morning 
grew 
stronger 
t Im* peopl • 
were able to see the almost {tare pre*!- 
plce of the falls, over which but a 
short time before thousands of tons 
of water 
had been 
pouring. 
Only 
lore and there small streams, con­ 
stantly growing smaller, now trickled 
down the face of the towering wall. 
Above the falls. Instead of tin* rush 
lug, foaming river, only a naked chan­ 
nel, studded with black and Jagged 
rocks, appeared, 
The bed of the river 


was practically exposed from shore to 
shore, except for small streams, like 
mountain brooks, running slowly to 
the verge of the precipice. 
The spec­ 
tators could hardly believe their eyes. 
Some remarkable fonts were per­ 
formed on that day when Niagara ran 
dry. People walked from the Canadian 
side of the river, along the edge of 
the frightful precipice, nearly as far 
as Goat island on the American side 
and never even wet their feet. 
S om e; 
went exploring In the river bed above 
the falls and discovered a number of 
ancient gun barrels, lost probably by ■ 
sportsmen up the river In long gone 
days and still after the rotting away 
of their stocks slowly forced down I 
stream by the current. 
Caves and 
curious formations in the rocks were 
discovered, the existence of which had 
never been suspected before. 
All that day, March 31, 1848, Niagara 
falls remained dry, and people who re­ 
mained up until late at night, expect­ 
ing to see a change, went to bed with- 1 
out witnessing it. 
But In the early 
morning of April I the familiar thun­ 
der of the great cataract was once 
more heard, and every one knew that 
the mysteriously drained 
river bed 
was again pouring its flood over the 
falls.

The winter of 
1817 and 18-18 had been one of extreme 
severity.

For One Whole Day the Rocky 
Precipice Was Dry. 


THE WATER CEASED TO FLOW 


This Curious Phenomenon Occurred or 
March 31, 1848— Terrified the Peopli 
In the Vicinity— Return of the Tor­ 
rent and the Cause' of the Stoppage 


In the early spring of 1848 occurred 
a natural phenomenon so grange, sc 
sudden and so stupendous that the eld 
er inhabitants of western New York 
still speak of it 
awe and wonder 
This phenomenon was nothing else 
than the running dry of Niagara falls 
The story is seldom recounted now, 
but it was a nine days* wonder for the 
whole country when it appeared in 
the newspapers. For the first time in 
history the roar of the grandest cata­ 
ract in America was hushed. 
In the early morning of March 31, 
1848, people living in the vicinity oI 
the falls were awakened by a peculiai 
hush, as startling In its suddenness 
and intensity as the most thunderous 
explosion could have been. 
Many 
dressed and hastened outdoors, urged 
by a conviction that something appall 
ing had happened or was about to 
happen. 
Some thought the end ol 
the world was at hand. 
Others imag 
lned that they had grown suddenly 
deaf. 
Still others thought that the 
hush preceding a terrific hurricane had 
fallen upon the air. All were oppress­ 
ed with a feeling of profound awe and 
dread. 
It was soon discovered, however. 
that the cessation of the roar of the 
falls was the solo cause of this com­ 
mon panic. As the dim light of early 
inotning grew stronger the people 
were able to see the almost pare preci­ 
pice of the falls, over which but a 
short time before thousands of tons 
of water had been pouring. 
Only 
here and there small streams, con­ 
stantly growing smaller, now trickled 
down the face of the towering wall. 
Above the falls, instead of the rush­ 
ing, foaming river, only a naked chan­ 
nel, studded with black and jagged 
rocks^ appeared. Tho bcd of tile river 


was practically exposed from shore to 
shore, except for small streams, like 
mountain brooks, running slowly to 
the verge of the precipice. 
The spec­ 
tators could hardly believe their eyes. 
Some remarkable feats were per­ 
formed on that day when Niagara ran 
dry. Feople walked from the Canadian 
side of the river, along the edge of 
the frightful precipice, nearly as far 
as Goat Island on the American side 
and never even wet their feet. 
Some 
went exploring in the river bed above 
the falls and discovered a number of 
ancient gun barrels, lost probably by 
sportsmen up the river in long gone 
days and still after the rotting away 
of their stocks slowly forced down 
stream by the current. 
Caves and 
curious formations in the rocks were 
discovered, the existence of which bad 
never been suspected before. 
All that day, March 31,1848, Niagara 
falls remained dry, and people who re­ 
mained up until late at night, expect­ 
ing to see a change, went to bed with­ 
out witnessing it. 
But in the early 
morning of April I the familiar thun­ 
der of the great cataract was once 
more heard, and every one knew that 
the mysteriously drained river bed 
was again pouring its flood over the 
falls. 
Now for the explanation of this 
strange phenomenon. It proved to be, 
after all, very simple. 
The winter of 
1847 and 1848 had been one of extreme 
severity. 
Ice of such thickness had 
never been known as formed on Lake 
Erie that season^ When the break-up 
came, toward the end of March, a 
strong northeast wind was blowing, 
which piled the great fields of Ice in 
floes and then in banks as high as 
miniature icebergs. 
Toward night on 
March 30 the wlud suddenly changed 
to tile opposite direction and increased 
to a terrific gale, which hurled back 
the piled up ice and drove It Into the 
entrance of Niagara river with such 
force that a huge and almost impene­ 
trable dam was formed. For a whole 
day the source of the river wTas slop­ 
ped up, and the stream was drained 
of its supply. 
By the morning of the 
31st the river was practically dry, and 
thus for twenty-four hours the roar of 
Niagara falls was stilled. Then in the 
early 
morning of April 
I the ice 
pack gave way under the tremendous 
pressure from above, and the long re­ 
strained 
volume 
of 
water 
rushed 
down and reclaimed its o w n - Ex­ 
change.
